The appointment of a Receiver to take charge 
of the affairs of so colossal a corporation as the 
Erie Railway is an event of more than 
ing interest. The step seems to have 
inevitable. The road, according to the state- 
ment of the Financial Committee recently 
appointed to investigate it, is on the verge of 
bankruptey, This condition is the result of 
a series of extrayagances, errors, and frauds 
in its management, the relative 
for which it is not our duty to fix.

The Erie Railway Company is the succes- 
sor of the New York & Erie Company, 
which was incorporated in 1832. In 1856 its 
aggregate debt and capital stock did not ex- 
ceed $37,000,000; its operating expenses 
were but a little more than 52 per cent of its 
gross earnings, and it paid an equivalent of 8 
per cent on all its liabilities and capital stock. 
Had the Erie Road been private property,

and honesty of a well-conducted private 
business, there is mo question but that its 
condition to-day would have been relatively 
as good as it was then, if not better. In 
1859 the New York & Erie Railroad was put 
in the hands of a Receiver, owing 
to internal. dissensions among the 
stockholders, the result of which 
was a compromise and the reorganization of 
the Company under the name of Erie. In 
1862 the aggregate stock and debt amounted 
to $39,630,675. In 1863 the policy was in- 
augurated of acquiring new connections by 
leasing lines, and for the next five years the 
operating expenses were increased constantly, 
until, in 1867-68, they amounted to 80 per 
cent of the gross earnings. Then came the 
Govtp and Fisk management, the character 
of whose operations is very familiar, and 
who, in four years, added $40,000,000 to the 
capital stock. The total liabilities of the 
Company, as gathered from Mr. Jewzrr's 
statement of ite affairs, are as follows:

(funded and lasting). . 58,000,000

The Erie Company owns 537 miles of road, 
so that its liabilities represent a nominal cost 
of over $260,000 a mile; and to pay the in- 
terest on its debt and a reasonable dividend 
on its stock it would have to earn about 
$10,000,000 a year. Instead of this, which 
is of course out of the question, its earnings 
for the last ten years, less expenses, have run 
as low as $1,354,601 (in 1869), and have not 
exceeded $4,740,121, which were the earn- 
ings of 1872.78 The troubles of Erie have 
been aggravated, of course, by the hard 
squeeze since the panic, and the active 
competition ses up by the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad since its extension to Chi- 
cago; but the figures we have given are suf- 
ficient to show that its real troubles date 
much further back, and that, even without a 
panic and without such competition, the day 
of settlement could not have been postponed 
very. long. 

The effect of appointing a Receiver at this 
time is to enable the operating of the road 
without reference to the liabilities of the 
past. ‘The interests of the public, as well as 
the stockholders and bondholders, demand 
this procedures. Of course it only af- 
fords temporary relief; but it gives time and 


opportunity to settle up past complications 


reorganiza- 
tion of the Company will be necessary to its 
future existence, and the sooner this is under- 
taken the better for all parties, Reorganiza- 
tion, on a basis of actual worth, will of course 
involve great apparent losses. It may be that 
there are some frandulent claims against the 
Company which will reduce the floating 
indebtedness, and that some concession will 
be made by holders of the bonds; but, ac- 
cording to present appearances, the whole 
amount of stock—$86,5386,910—will be com- 
pletely sponged out. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that the bulk of this loss 
has already been made. The whole showing 
is a significant comment on the general man- 
agement of American railroads, with a few 
notable exceptions, during the past ten or 
fifteen years.

GERMAN FREEDOM. 

The Frankfort Zeitung continues to print 
its lista of the prosecutions under the church 
and press laws of free Germany.” It be- 
gan by giving a monthly record, but the ro- 
cent outburst of Governmental activity has 
forced it to publish the news every fortnight 
in order to get the article within decent 
bounds. The Zeilung for May 1 contains the 
facts we give below. They date from the 6th

$11,000,000 ANNIBILATED. 

The story of the Rockford, Rock Island & 
St. Louis Railroad Company discloses a con- 
dition of affairs that will be rated as a 
curiosity, even in these days of financial 
monstrosities and abortions of every kind. 

The Company was chartered in 1865 to 
construct a railroad from Rockford, via Rock 
Island,’ to St. Louis. The capital stock 
authorized was $9,000,000. Cities, counties, 
and towns subscribed $1,043,000, and $5,447,- 
580 was issued to contractors who. built the 
road end to employes, naking in all $6,490,- 
580 of capital stock issued. In June, 1868, 
an issus of $5,000,000 of bonds was made, to 
secure which a first mortgage was given. 
Subsequently, in October Of the same year, | 
$4,000,000 of additional bonds was issued, 
and a mortgage given to secure the whole. 
The road from Sterling to East St. Louis is 
292 miles long, with some branches and 
leased track, making 344 miles of track. 

The affairs of the roid have been in sad 
condition, and have been in the United States 
Court of Illinois for some time, Judge 
Daummonp decided that the first bondholders 
were entitled to priority, and the case was re- 
ferred to a Master to report the actual condi- 
tion of the Company. Mr, Bumor, the 
Master, in his report relates the whole story, 
which is substantially as follows: 

On the 15th of June, 1868, when the first 
mortgagé was dated, no part of the road had 
been constructed, and the mortgage covered 
a projected road from Rockford to Sterling, 
which was the first grand division, a second 
grand division from Sterling to Rock Island, 
and a part of the third grand division to a 
point on the Missiasippi River opposite Bur- 
lington, Iowa. The age was for 
$5,000,000, but only $278,000 of the bonds had 
been issued when the Company determined 
to iasue $4,000,000 more bonds, and grant a 
new mortgage issued on all the road from 
Rockford to East St. Louis. This mortgage 
was to secure all the bonds equally, and is 
what is known as the consolidation mortgage. 

The Master enumerates the property of the 
Company, including the rolling-stock, real 
estate, equipments, and franchises, and values 
it all at 61,000, 000. He finds that the first 
mortgage securing the $5,000,000 bonds covers 
120 8-10 miles of track and right of way, and 
10 miles of right of way on which no traak is 
laid, and $22,200 of real estate, 

On the 23d of October, 1868, the Treasurer 
had sold $273,000 of the first.mortgage bonds, 
and on that day the second mortgage was ex. 
ecuted covering the whole $9,000,000 bonds. 


From that date to August, 1869, the Company | . 


sold the bonds of the first issue exclusively. 
In August, 1869, all the first issue except 
thirty-one bonds were sold. The new bonds 
then were put on the market, and the Treas. 
urer sold a number of them, applying 8119. 
000 of the proceeds to “secure influence” in 
selling the others. 

The Company defaulted in ite interest in 
August, 1871, February, 1872, and July, 1872. 
Then arrangements were made by which 
bondholders representing $8,000,000 on- 
sented to have’ the bonds scaled down 
to 50. cents on the dollar, and to 
receive certificates of preferred stock 
for the other half, and also to fund theif 
over-due coupons at 4 per cent. A condition 
of this agreement was that the interest should 
be paid in future, and the Company, having 
repeatedly failed to do this, and the holders 
of the scaled bonds, and certificates of stock, 
and funded compons now claim the right to 
share with others as if no such agreament 
was made. 

Of the first iseue of bonds all are outstand- 
ing except one bond of $1,000. On these 
bonds there is due $1,287,068 interest. All 
the second issue of bonds are 
and the indebtedness on both series is as fol- 
lows:

THE OPES OF THE UNTUTORED. 

There is every reason to believe that the In- 
dians came here with a determination to make a 
formal proposition for thesurrender of the Black 
Hills. That proposition, as nearly as can oe 
ascertained, was substantially thie: “ They 
would yield to the General“ Government all 
the Black Hills country within their reservation 
in consideration of supplies to be furnished them 
by the Government for fifteen years. They are 
conscious of the fact that, under the Sherman- 
Augur treaty of 1868, their right to provisions 
expired two years sgo by limitation, and, while 
they deny that the approprietions for the last 
two years area gratuity, they sttll understand 
that the Government is under no treaty obliga- 
tions to supply them with further food. On 
the basis © of the amount considered 
necessary for the support of these Indi- 
ans for the last two fiscal years, the 
proposition of the Sioux for the ceasion of the 
Black Hills country is that the Government shall 
pay the gross sum of $15,000,000 in annual in- 
ataliments, commuted in provisions of $1,000,000 
each. The Indians rely with an sadacious con- 
fidence upon their primeval right of possession, 
and think that, in any event, the Government 
will continue to feed them. The Indians in 
their private councils have considered a propo- 
sition of a similar nature, and have argued that 
they could well afford to surrender the portion 
of the Biack Hills within their reservation, as 
they would then have 24,000,000 acres, very 
considerably more than a square mile to each 
Indian. 

“ME HEAP BIG INJUN-—-MUCH NOT GO.” 

The proposition of the President of yesterday,
